where. Let never attribute our 
failures freight rates over- 
work, the first enemy inertia. 

Our friends the Humanities 
are setting thorough, com- 
prehensive program raise their 
subjects their proper position 
the schools and also with the 
general public, and this good. 
The Sciences also deserve ten 
times the respect and apprecia- 
tion which they have hitherto re- 
ceived our State. And now 
have opportunity educate 
the masses, and our leaders and 
authorities, the true meaning 
Science.

CONSTITUTION 
THE GEORGIA ACADEMY 
SCIENCE 


ARTICLE Name and Purpose 


The name this organization 
shall the Georgia Academy Sci- 
ence. 


The purpose this organiza- 
tion shall the promotion the 
interests science, particularly 
Georgia. 


II. Membership 


The classification the mem- 
bership the Academy shall 
follows: Agriculture; An- 
thropology and Experimental Psy- 
chology; Botany; Chemistry; 
Geology and Geography; Math- 
ematics; Mechanical Science and 
Engineering; Experimental Medi- 
cine; Physics and Astronomy; 
Zoology; Miscellaneous. 

The classification the gen- 
eral membership the Academy 
shall determined the Executive 
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Council basis the major field 
interest the Member Fellow. 


The membership the Acad- 
emy shall grouped follows: 


(1) Members: Residents 
Georgia who are engaged 
scientific work, who are 
interested the develop- 
ment science. 


(2) Fellows: Election Fellow- 
ship the Academy shall 
recognition achievement. 
Therefore, 
this group shall limited 
those who have been for 
least five years successfully 
engaged some line recog- 
nized scientific work, who 
have been for least five 
years productive members 
the scientific faculties col- 
leges recognized standing, 
those who have made 
noteworthy contributions 
scientific knowledge. 


(3) Honory Members: The Coun- 
cil may, from time time, 
unanimous vote, recom- 
mend the Academy for 
Honorary Membership 
tributors science who are 
non-residents Georgia. 
unanimous those pres- 
ent shall necessary for 
election. Honorary members 
pay dues, and not have 
the right voting hold- 
ing office. 

(4) Patrons: Those who con- 
tribute $100.00 more 
the funds the Academy-or 
who render outstanding ser- 
vice the promotion its 
purposes. 


III. Officers and Council 


The officers the Academy 
shall President, Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer, and Historian. 
The President and Vice-President 
shall hold office for one year and 
shall not subject re-election for 
successive term. The Secretary- 
Treasurer and the Historian shall 
hold office for three years and shall 
eligible for re-election.

President and the Executive Coun- 
cil. stipend authorized help 
meet expenses such alternate. The 
President shall considered first 
alternate.

FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


Although the Treasurer’s report 
made the Annual Meeting 
some the information concern- 
ing the finances the Academy 
will interest the present 
time, our members.

REPORT CERTAIN EF- 
FECTS THE WAR 
HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 


FLORENE 


Assistant Professor Psychology, 
The University Georgia 


February, April and May 
1942 pupils three counties 
Georgia were questioned concern- 
ing the effects the war upon 
them. Most the subjects, 237 
boys and 316 girls, were from small 
towns rural areas. May, 
1943 urban group boys 
and 116 girls received the same 
questions. all cases the regular 
teachers. supervised the pupils 
filling out the individual blanks. 

The results seem warrant the 
statement that commendable re- 
sponses, presumably indicative 
desirable type morale, were 
given most the 767 subjects. 
The following summary gives spe- 
cific data such reactions and also 
reveals some unfortunate effects 
the war. 


Willingness help win the war 
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was expressed per cent the 
pupils. Belief victory was in- 
dicated per cent, boys being 
definitely more optimistic than 
girls. Belief the value work- 
ing and planning for the future 
was evidenced nearly three- 
fourths the subjects, but about 


per cent the boys felt that 
what they themselves did was fu- 
tile since they would eventually 
drafted. 


That the public misjudges young 
people thinking them ut- 
terly carefree shown the fact 
that nearly per cent regarded 
life being ‘‘mainly matter 
worry and About per 
cent the pupils indicated that 
this attitude viewpoint was felt 
intensely frequently. Differ- 
ences between the sexes and be- 
tween 1942 and 1943 groups were 
negligible with respect this 
question. 


Less than eight per cent report- 
intense frequent disturbance 
sleep digestion because the 
effects the war, although per 
noted some difficulty with 
sleep and ten per cent with diges- 
tion. Girls were more definitely 
affected than boys. 

Increased nervousness due the 
war was reported nearly half 
the pupils, but less than per 
eent noted frequent intense 
nervousness. 
also was indicated per 
although was marked 
only nine per cent. 1942, 
per cent stated that they had dif- 
ficulty concentrating, and 
1943 nearly half complained this 
problem. than per cent, 
however, manifested frequent 
marked trouble. 1942, per 
stated that they had been 


upset due the 
war,’’ and 1943, per cent 
gave such report. More girls 
than boys were affected. 

Intense frequent fear ex- 
citement regarding the war was 
indicated less than per cent, 
although per cent expressed 
these attitudes some degree. In- 
tense frequent hatred the 
enemy was reported per cent, 
and per cent manifested this at- 
titude some degree.

ence between the ideals democ- 
racy and those the enemy was 
claimed per cent 1942 and 
per cent 1943. need for 
educating the minority these 
topics apparent. 

That religious beliefs inspired 
them have courage was stated 
per cent the subjects, per

quent marked. Sex differences 
and rural-urban differences were 
negligible. 

All but per cent listed definite 
activities which they were at- 
tempting aid the war effort.

Since the invention the ap- 
paratus for the purpose measur- 
ing body sway the head, the 
hips, and the movement the 
hand, somewhat more than 3,600 
subjects have been measured for 
body movements. Experiments 
are still progress. Some com- 
parative results are follows: 
Body sway standing over per 
greater than sway while sit- 
ting; the standing position, men 
sway somewhat more than per 
cent more than women. Normally 
sway with eyes closed about 
per cent greater than sway with 
eyes open. Nearly all conditions 
studied produce increases body 
sway but appears that body sway 
somewhat less after the evening 
meal, when minute periods are 
used instead one minute periods, 
and when excessive eye movements 
and strained visual situations are 
reduced eliminated. Among all 
the groups that have been studied, 
the blind are the only group who 
the average, sway more with 
eyes open than with eyes closed. 
was found, however, that there are 
some subjects all groups, normal, 
deaf, white, negro, mentally dis- 
ordered, who sway more with eyes 
open but the proportion all these 
groups leave the blind significant- 
contrasted group the fact that 
very large per cent them sway 
more with eyes open. 


Considering the amount sway, 
various causes may placed, 
least emphasis, three groups. 
Those increasing sway from 
little less than 100 per cent as, 


for example, observation fixa- 
tion spot, observing leaning pic- 
ture, rotation the Barany chair, 
dimmed vision normal subjects, 
counting forward backward, 
deep breathing, verbal sugges- 
tion, and partial deafness. Second 
Those conditions increasing sway 
from 100 somewhat more than 
200 per cent, as, for example, 
lateral sway while observing 
swinging pendulum, total sway 
the extremely deaf with eyes open, 
blindness, feeble-mindedness, and 
paresis. Third: The causes the 
most extreme sway, as, for ex- 
ample, extreme deafness, with eyes 
closed, senile psychoses, cerebral 
arteriosclerosis, cerebral birth in- 
jury, paralysis agitans, and Hunt- 
ington’s chorea. 

view the common interpre- 
tation the Romberg sign, e., 
extreme sway with eyes closed 
the Romberg position, worthy 
note that the greatest sway does 
not appear the case paresis.

The research program the 
Emory University Department 
Biochemistry has during the past 
two years included work nutri- 
tion.

The group has had two principal 
objectives: (1) determine wheth- 
wide-spread dietary defciencies 
the population the 
Atlanta area. This type inves- 
tigation has not been carried 


Atlanta previously. And (2) 
study the available methods for 
detecting deficiencies strictly 
laboratory procedures before they 
are made apparent definite 
clinical symptoms. 


pursuance the first objec- 
tive analyses have been carried out 
specimens urine and some 
blood from several groups 
individuals various ages and 
from different economic levels. 
Among these groups have been 
medical students, laboratory work- 
ers, men, both white and colored, 
ordered their Selective Ser- 
vice Board for physical examina- 
tion, college students, hospital 
patients, both in-patients and out- 
patients, and people from rural 
area Fulton County. Analyses 
have been made for riboflavin, 
member the Vitamin complex, 
Vitamin and some instances 
serum proteins. The latter de- 
termination was included because 
the argument that low protein 
intake reflected altered 
level and distribution serum 
proteins. 

rather large number analy- 
ses have been out for ribo- 
flavin and interesting results ob- 
tained. arbitrary level for 
urinary riboflavin has been fixed 
divide those with adequate 
riboflavin intake from those with 
insufficient amount the diet. 
This figure was arrived partly 
from the riboflavin excretion with 
known intake and partly from the 
work Emory. this basis 
rather extensive amount ribo- 
flavin deficiency has been found, 
varying from per cent 
the various groups listed. 

Blood levels Vitamin indi- 
deficient intake have 
been found rather frequently 
especially during the winter 
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months. diet sufficiently low 
protein bring about alteration 
serum protein rarely found 
the groups from which the subjects 
came. 

The work being extended 
include determinations thiamin 
Vitamin and niacin. 

The interpretation these re- 
sults involves the second objectives 
stated above. Since few any 
these individuals exhibited any 
clinical symptoms deficiency, 
how shall the figures regarded? 
Are they merely the result 
laboratory exercise which satis- 
fying the analyst but prac- 
tical importance the patient? 
are they indicative sub-optimal 
diet which, followed for period 
months years, will result 
finally frank deficiency states? 

The excretion water soluble 
vitamins such riboflavin and 
thiamin directly dependent 
the diet. Therefore, urine sam- 
ples are collected during the day, 
the amount these materials found 
will profoundly influenced
